As | sat at my desk thinking of the many Christmases, the 
many, many hopes and fears that we have shared down 
thréugh the years here in Cleveland, how often have we 
been afraid of the glory of the Lord? It seems to be true, 
whenever we discover some new knowledge, that we 
begome fearful. In our own community, for example, we 
have discovered the knowledge of how important it is to 
work together and to share across the common lines of 
race, color, political or social change. We have registered 
discoveries for which we have concerns, not only for our- 
selves and the hungry that we have among us, but the 
hungry of the world. The very truth that reveals’ the glory 
and the greatness of God and somehow, it makes us afraid. 

Often, we are afraid of freedom. There is a glory, indeed, 
in the words that came with the birth of our nation: “We hold 
these truths to be self evident, that all men are created 
equal and that they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights." We know in our history of the 
struggle to be free that there is nothing that equals the glory 
of that affirmation. Yet, we are afraid of it. We become 
afrejd, when we see another creed or shadowed incident of 
another economic group, that is moving too fast to claim its 
rights. Freedom has its glory but it too, has its fear. 

We fouhd it true in our churches. Many, who have 
accepted Christ as their personal Savior and found a citi- 
zenship, now have the joy of knowing what the redemptive 
work of Calvary brings and knowing that it is neither Jew 
norGreek, bond nor free, male or female, but all are united 
together, in the Oneness with Christ Jesus. 

And yet, we have seen division in our hearts. When we 
see the vision of this union, we are lifted mightily and at the 
same time, we are made afraid. We are told not to go too 
fast; we must not get too far ahead of our communities. 
However, there is the glory of the church on the one hand 
preaching the gospel of Jesus Christ; but there is also the 
level of truth and expediency of the community on the other 
hand. 

But, fortunately, the story of the shepherds does not end 
in the paradox. Neither must ours. For those who find 
themselves afraid of the glory, there is another word further 
in the sentence. It says, So, the coming of Christmas res- 
tores to us the glory of life. It restores for some the need for 
courage. It restores for all of us a common bond, that can 
modify behavior into greater hope. Yet, somehow, the mes- 
sage must remain true to us. Afraid we must be, for it is 
human. There is so much that is yet unknown, But the glory 
of God comes ata point in which we break through to what 
is called the “Time Of Origins”, which is a cure for fearful 
hearts. We fall at the feet of Him, who set time in the bosom 
eternity. Such a re-entry embraces our becoming contem- 
porary with the creative act of the Eternal God, who sent the 
angels to announce that great moment.

| met a young woman the other 
day who is a Certified nurse mid- 
wife. Unlike the granny midwives 
of old, this woman is a college 
educated, registered nurse with 
special training in maternal and 
child health care 
In her practice, she sees what 
happens when Blacks fail to take 
* the initiative on health, when they 
neglect their bodies 
She said that many Black 
women ignore their health until 
they absolutely have to seek help. 
“| see many pregnant women who 
havenever been toadoctor. Women 
come in during their third trimes- 
ter, (the last three months of preg- 
nancy). instead of seeking prena- 
tal care as soon as they suspect 
they are pregnant. The results can 
be disastrous and expensive.” 
it is clear even tothecasual 
observer that women who do not 
receive adequate prenatal care are 
a risk and so are their babies. 
While we must continue to ins' 


on an increase in public health 
expenditures for prenatal care, we 
must also encourage women to 
take advantage of all the health 
care services and information 
already available to them. 


The young midwife tells me that 
myths about childbirth are all the 
information many Black women 
have about their bodies. Women 
still turn to their friends and their 
hairdressers for advice on health 
care. They rely heavily on over- 
the-counter remedies which may 
treat the symptoms but not the 
causes of conditions. 


lf this lack of information 
affected only women, it would be 
bad enough. Unfortunately. child- 
ren who grow up in households 
where there is no communication 
about nutrition, preventive medi- 
cine, and reproductive health con- 
tinue a vicious cycle. 

As a people, we cannot afford 
poor health habits. As mothers, we 


pass them on to our children. As 
Black women, we have an extraor- 
dinary responsibility to do all we 


can togdi inish rather than 
incfease t handicaps under 
whi é must struggle 


When you go to the doctor or 
when you take your children, be 
prepared with a list of things you 
want to discuss. Let your doctor 
know that you intend to be 
involved in your care. If you have 
health insurance or are on Madi- 
caid, know what it covers before 
you need: it. If you don't have 
health insurance, don't be embar- 
rassed to ask how much your care 
will cost. 

Pay attention to your body. Be 
aware of food and activities that 
cause you problems. Remember. 
your health and your family’s 
health cannot be ignored without 
dangerous consequences.

“There are nearly 1.2 million 
women veterans, but this figure 
represents just 4.1 percent of the 
total number of U.S. veterans. 
Women's relatively small propor- 
tion in the overall group some- 
times causes their special 
employment needs to be over- 
looked,” she said. 


“The civilian labor force can 
benefit as greatly from the expe- 
rience of women veterans as from 
men veterans,” added Donald 
Shasteen, deputy assistant secre- 
tary of labor for veterans’ =mploy- 
ment and training. “So it is impor- 
tant that women build on the skills 
they learned in the armed services 
when they begin their post- 
military careers.” 

Dr. Alexander said that sugges- 
tlons produced by a 14-member, 
ad hoc group of women veterans 
who met recently with Department 
of Labor officials, “should advance 
Department efforts to assure that 
women veterans know the best 
way to transfer their skills to non- 
military jobs.” 

The women veterans meeting in 
Washington emphasized the need 
to recognize women veterans’ 
career potential and the economic 
value of skills honed in the 
military.

The CALL & POST has 
learned that Dr. G. Michael 
Riley, the Dean of the Ohio 
State University College of 
Humanities, of which the 
Department of Biack Studies is 
part, is recommending that Dr. 
William E. “Nick” Nelson, long- 


time chair of Black Studies, be 


replaced in his post. 

The effort to replace Nelson 
appears to be part of an effort 
to effectively dismantle the 
current Black Studies Depart- 
ment at Ohio State University, 
and ship its faculty out to other 
departments. 

Although Dr. Nelson said 
that the dispute between him- 
sélf and Riley “had to do with 
the direction of the program,” 
Nelson also agreed that the 
dispute mirrored a national 
trend in the demolition of Black 
Studies programs. 
~ Across the country, universi- 
ties are dismantling Black Stu- 
dies programs by disintegrat- 
ing their staffs and sending out 
the faculty to other de- 
partments. P 

Dr. Diether Haenicke, pro- 
vost of Ohio State University, 
downplayed the import of 
Riley's recommendation to 
replace Nelson. Haenicke said 
that every University Adminis- 
trator is regularly evaluated, in 
part by the faculty of the 
Department, and that"'a major- 
ity of faculty of the Black Stu- 
dies department said they 
would want to have a search 
conducted for a new chair- 
man.”

-All of the faculty of the Black 
Studies Department are Black. 

However, Black student 
groups fighting the replace- 
ment of Dr. Nelson question 
whether the ouster is being 
orchestrated by the faculty of 
Black Studies. A group of 12 
students, representing several 
Black student organizations at 
Ohio State, met with Riley after 
it learned of his recommenda- 
tion of Haenicke. John Jen- 
kins, adoctoral student at Ohio 
State and spokesperson for the 
group, stated that he believed 
Riley “had made up his mind 
that Dr. Nelson should be 
replaced.” 


The attack on Dr. Nelson 
also threatens completion of 
the Community Extensions 
Center to be built on the corner 
of Monroe Street and Mt Ver- 
non Avenue. This center, 
which is an integral part of the 
redevelopment of the Mt. Ver- 


non Avenue area, will link the 
Ohio State University’s Black 
Studies arm with the activities 
of the Martin Luther King Cen- 
ter for the performing Arts. 

Michael Bailey, another doc- 
toral student at Ohio State, 
said after his meeting with 
Riley that “he really has it in for 
the Department of Black Stu- 
dies and the Community 
Extension Center. He wants to 
get rid of the cultural compo- 
nent of the Black Studies 
program.” 

Nelson, the eye of the storm, 
has a long association with the 
Ohio State University, having 
been there since 1969. He has 
been associated with Black 
Studies all that time, although 
in its Inceptfohi Blatk Studies 
was a program which drew 
faculty from a number of dif- 
ferent departments. 

In 1972, Black Studies 
became its own department, 
and began to bring faculty 
under its own umbrella. Dr. 
Nelson has been Chairman of 
the Department since its incep- 
tion in 1972, and has brought 
the Black Studies Department 
to jis rank as one of the most 
respected Black Studies pro- 
grams in the nation. Nelson is‘a 
former president of both the 
National Council for Black 
Studies Programs and the 
National Conference of Black 
Political Scientists. 

Student groups supporting 
Dr. Nelson pledged to continue 
their fight against Nelson's
